STANLEY MATTHEWS. 


Another Interesting Chapter in the 
Late Campaign. 


How Matthews’ Nomination to the Supreme 
Bench of the United States was Part of a 
Corrupt Bargain—Garfield’s Bitter Ani- 
mosity Against Him and the Sudden 
Change in His Tactics—Hayes’ Part in the 
Affair. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch, 

NEW York, August 13.—The Truth’s Wasb- 
ington correspondent has been talking with a 
nameless person who claims to have been in the 
Government service in Cincinnati duting the 
campaign of 1879. Concerning the appointment of 
Stanley Matthews to the Supreme bench, he says: 
“The defeat of Stanley Matthews for the Senate 
made it necessary to provide for him elsewhere. 
President Hayes and Mrs. Hayes were greatly in- 
terested on behalf of their relatives. It was 


also whispered about inrailroad circles that they 
wanted Mr, Matthews on the Supreme bench, es- 

ecially since no effort was reguired to induce 

resident Hayes to appoint him. Efforts were 
immediately put forth to retire Mr. Justice Noah 
S. SWayne, which being finally successful, Mr. 
Matthews was nominated by President Hayes to 
fill the hag eeng upon the Supreme bench. Judge 
Swayne’s son is the partner of Juage Delton, and 
their law firm is counsel for the Union Pacific 
Railroad and its combinations. Therefore J udge 
Swayne’s retirement and Stanley Matthews’ ap- 
pointment as his successor may be reasonably ac- 
counted for as 

PART OF ONE TRANSACTION. 
In the meantime Gen. Garfield, the President 
elect, was in no wise reconciled to * Stanley 
Matthews. President Hayes was frantic over the 
failure to confirm Matthews, and asa last resort 
appealed to President Gartield to re-nominate Mr. 
Matthews to the Supreme bench in return ‘for 
Swalimn’s appointment as judge, the Advoeate 
General dropping out all claim for Colonel! Rogers. 
Coming as a last and only request from an out- 
going to ab in-coming President of the same party 
an 
BEING QUIETLY BACKED 
by the railroad representatives in Washing- 
ton, President Garfield did re-nominate Mr. 
Matthews upon the assembly of the Senate in 
the extraordinary session of 1881. To those 
friends who expressed surprise that President 
Garfield had nominated Mr. Matthews, after the 
latter had behaved so badly concerning the Ohio 
Senatorship, the explanation was made that the 
‘resident bad kept faith with his predecessor, 
Mr. Hayes, so far as the nomination was con- 
cerned, but that the promise did not include in 
the slightest manner any effort to secure Mr. 
Matthews’ nomination. On the contrary, while 
President Garfield could take no active steps to 
secure his rejection, 
HE WOULD PREFER 
to have him rejected by the Senate so that he 
might nominate another and more acceptable 
incumbent. Thereupen orders were quietly given 
to fight Matthews’ connrmation,and it was fought 
vigorously to rejection. I fought it bitterly, not 
only because of Mr. Matthews’ unkind treatment 
of myself, but because | was advised that such 
opposition was in consonance with the President’s 
real wishes. He was deeply 
EMBITTERED AGAINST MR. MATTHEWS, 
mainly because Mr. Matthews and his friends had 
insisted that he was vastly Mr. Matthews’ inferior 
and that Mr. Matthews’ true place was in the 
Senate, while the House was good enough for Gar- 
field. He could not forget this belittling, es- 
e¢ially since the people had just elevated him to 
he Presidency. At this critical juncture the 
word was suddenly passed to change front on the 
opposition to Mr, Matthews’ confirmation and 
TO CALL OFF ALL OUR DOGS, 

The order came from a source Kuown to me to be 
in President Garfield’s deepest confidence and 
froma party whodid not at least approve Mr. 
Matthews’ appointment to the Supreme bench, al- 
though he entertained a high opinion of his legal 
abiliity. Lremonstrated without effect, bunt was 
finally compelled to give in at risk of offending 
the President. Mr. Matthews’ rejection was re- 
considered, and finally, atter a most vigorous op- 
position from Democratic and Republican Sena- 
tors alike, was conlirmed by a majority of one 
vote. 
THE EXCUSE 
or pretext given out tor this strange metamorpho- 
sis was thiat Gov. Foster, then a candidate for re- 
nominations had appeared in Washington and 
urged Matthews’ confirmation to get him shelved 
and vut of the way for all time to come; that Fos- 
ter Was afraid if Matthews was rejected he would 
knife him in Southern Ohio and possibly defeat 
his re-election as Governor.

Death was due to 
tne facial. veins absorbing the poison of the sore 
and earrying it to tue brain, where it tormed a 
fungus growth that put him to sleep, and by the 
sympathy of the nerves caused his features to 
swell beyond recognition, the eyes being pryed 
almost out of the sockets.

WIRE CUTTING. 
More Than One Hundred Wires 
Cut Last Night. 

The Telegraph Strike—Attempt to Shoot 
a Lineman who was Repairing a Wire 
—Strikers Slowly Yielding—Difficulties 
at Various Points. 


. Nothing has occurred the past three days to 
change the positions of the telegraph con pautes 
and the striking operators. Notwithstanding all 
hope for concessions is past, the strikers still re- 
main a band of hopeful brothers. Manager 
Brown, of the Western Union, when asked for 
news to-day gave the old answer that the office 
was in fine condition. The strike of railroad 
éperators is said to have been heavier than was 
at first supposed, especially in Texas. Only a 
few of the offices in that State are without opera- 


tors. 


At New York. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New YORK, August 13.—There was consterna- 
tion in the operating room of the Western Union 
building last night. Wures were ceasing to work. 
Shortly before midnight the operators in charge 
of the large switch-board reported that breaks 
were occurring with alarming rapidity, and for 4 
time it was feared that the service would be very 
seriously crippled, if not wholly destroyed. The 
first break reported was on the New Jersey Cen 
tral wire below Elizabeth, N. J. While 
this break was being examined another one 
snapped; then a third, and a fourth, till 


in the space of half an hour twenty wires were 
useless. At midnight the bankers’ and brokers’ 
leased wire South was cut, but the break could 
not easily be found and it was immediately aban- 
doned. Inafew moments the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific Western circuit Was also reported as useless. 
At last the most important damage was done. The 
Harlem wires West were suddenly rendered use- 
less. “There must be at least sixty of our most 
important wires cut since 11 o’clock,” said Mr. 
Sink, the night manager. “At present we 
CANNOT TELL HOW SERIOUSLY 

our service will be affected. If the Hud- 
son wires are cut Albany and_ Western 
New York will be shut off. This will 
pe a serious blow to us, as it isoneof the most 
important of our circuits. Interruptions are oc- 
curring so quickly that our tester is almost wild.” 

“This is tuo bad,’ said Mr. Humstone, as he 
left the tester for amoment. “The strikers Can 
never hope to gaina point with work Hike this. 
Our managéfs will rather suffer every wire to be 
rendered useless than give iv to the Brotherhood. 
If all Northern wires are destroyed we can still 
reach the upper part ot the State by West, and 
from there to Montreal, and thence South.” 

AT THIS POINT 

a dispatch was receivea from Scranton, 
Pa, as follows: “A lineman was sént 

from here a short distance on 
the gravel road to repair a break 
which had been located in the woodsnear by. As 
he climbed up the pole a man-with a rifle appeared 
and watched the proceedings. When the man 
reached the top of the pole a shot was fired which 
whizzed close to his head, a second shot struck a 
tree close by, while a third struck a wire and 
glanced off and hit the pole. The man speedily 
repaired the line and communieation was restored.

VERY MUCH SCARED. 
Mr. Humestone carefully read the dispatch, and 
after a moment’s reflection telegraphed to Scran- 
ton, offering $1.000 reward for the arrest of the 
assailant.

were present. They gave as their opinion that the 
strike was afair means by which to assert the 
rights of the telegraphers, and counselled the 
Brotherhood to remain firm, promising all finan- 
cial aid within their power. A committee on 
subscriptions was appointed, and 
THE FOLLOWING APPEAL 

was prepared for circulation in all shops and 
factories throughout the city: “Subscriptions are 
earnestly solicited in aid of the striking operators 
and linemen who zre making strenuous efforts tu 
win their fight againsta grasping monopoly. If 
you are in sympathy with them give them what 
aid youcan. Their cause is yours, and a victory 
for them is a victory for all workingnfien. Signea, 
John Mitchell, chairman.” The meeting then ad- 
jyourned, and « promise of $10,000 within the week 
was made by the delegates, in case the strikers 
remain firin. 

m3 THE WESTERN UNION EMPLOYES. 

The Western Union Company employs a quar- 
ter of all the operators in the country, and about 
two-thirds of them are railroad operators. The 
American Rapid Company only employs about 
one-fifth as many operators asthe Western Union. 
The protest of the Brotherhood was against all 
the companies and all employers of telegraph 
operators. The rate of wages was not considered 
sufficient to live upon, and was much below that 
of common day lavorers. In many instances the 
companies were able to pay higher wages to 
their men without increasing their rates 
for service tothe public. This was evident from 
the large dividends paid by the Western Union, 
besides their facilities for transmitting messages 
has been increased by the invention of the duplex 
and quadruplex instruments. There has been no 
reduction in tariff in consequence of these im- 
oreo but, on the other hand, the wages of 

he operators have been reduced. The number 
of operators had doubled since 1870, while the fa- 
cilities of the comjanies had more than doubled. 
The Western Union in that year handled 7,000,000 
messages and last year the number was 35,000,000.

A-GAME OF CARDS. 


It Results in a Murder and a Proba- 

ble Suicide. 

August Dunkle in a Drunken Rage Shoots 
Frank Wahl— Death of Wahl This 
Morning — Ante-Mortem Statement— 
Dunkle Likely to Die—An Argument 
for Sunday Closing. 


A corpse, covered with a cotton sheet, reposed 
on a bedin the rear room of 4 little notion store 
on Cherokee street this morning. A household of 
mourners and a few friendly neighbors stood 
about the bed, silently gazing at the draped body. 
It was all that remained of Frank Wahl, the pro- 
prietor of the store, who was the victim of an old 
man’s rage over ill-luck at a game of cards. Yes- 


terday Wahi, who was a man inthe |. «ighborhood 
of forty-five years, closed up his store and spent 
most of the day in Reifer’s saloon, which is 
the next door to his house. An 
eccentric old man named August Dunker. or 
Dunkle, 70 years ot age, who came here irom 
Lexington, Mo., about a year ago, between whom 
and Wahl a strong friendship existed, met Wah! 
in the saloon early in the evening and proposed a 
game of ecards witha man named Spuhier. The 
game went against Dunkle, and, though he 
played fora long tame, he failed to win. The only 
thing at stake in each game was the beer, and, as 
in all three-handed games, two had to. unite 
against one. Dunkle, greatly to his chagrin, 
found himself the one. As each game was finishea 
the faithful bar-tender rushed up the beer, 
and while Waht and Spubler drank with 
the serenity that is born of success. Dunkle 
swallowed his with increasing bitterness. When 
all three had become tipsy, Dunkle, it is alleged, 
began to chalk upa bigger score than he was en- 
titied to, and he was joculariy reminded of this 
by Wahl. 

THE OLD MAN INDIGNANTLY DENIED THE AS- 

SERTION 

and made an excuse of it to give vent to his long- 
suppressed rage. He pushed the cards from him 
finally, and left the saloon, cereaneeeng all sorts 
of vengeance. Wahl and Spuhler played the game 
out, ana then Wahl got - and took his place 
with a number of others at the bar. Spubler con- 
with two new re- 
cruits, Wahl and others looking on. In a 
short time Dunkle re-entered, fully 
as angry and excited as he was when he left, and 
approached Wahl, ca‘ling him a vile name. Wahl, 
appearing to make allowance for Dunkle’s age 
and condition, asked him if he wasn’t only joking. 
Dunkle fiercely replied that he was dead in ear- 
nest, and asked Wahl to step out on the sidewalk. 
Wahl, intending to go home, walked through the 
swinging inside door of the saloon, and as he 
reached the sidewalk saw Dunkie about six feet 
away from him, 

WITH A REVOLVER IN HIS HAND, 
waiting for him. Before he had time to retreat, 
expostulate or escape, Dunkle fired = at 
him, the ball entering his stomach. 
Wahl _ fell backward into the saloon 
and Dunkle wildly discharged the revolver twice, 
the bullets going astray. Seeing what he had 
done, Dunkle rah through a narrow space be- 
tween the saloon and his own house, which its 
siu ated west of Reifer’s, and reaching the back 
yard, placed the revolver to his forehead and dis- 
charged it. The ball entered the orbit of the left 
eye, struck the frontal bone, and it is thought 
ranged downward. The first tragedy had a para- 
lyzing effect upon the people who witnessed it, 
| but when the fourth report of the revojver was 
heard they came totheir senses and ran to the 
spot from which it proceeded. 

DUNKLE WAS FOUND THERE 
lying prone, bleeding frum the eye and the 
mouth. A messenger was sent to Dr. Lutz and 
another to Dr. Hickman, both gentlemen appear- 
ing shortly afterward. Wahl was alive but suffer- 
ing intense pain. Dunkle was also aiive but un- 
conscious. Wahl was removed to his house, 
where his wife and sister assisted Dr. Lutz in the 
eare of him. The doctor saw that the wound was 
fatal and did not probe for the ball. Dunkle’s 
daughter looked after her father’s wants. A 
search of Dunkle’s clothes resulted in the finding 
of a canvas bag which contained $1,800 in bills. 
The revolver was taken charce of by an officer 
who gave itto the sergeant in charge of the 
Second District station. It was a 38-calibre 
weapon, of Smith & Wesson pattern. Dunkle 
was sent to the City Hospitai, where he was 
taken in charge by Dr. Kohifing. Wahl remained 
conscious all night, but 
DIED AT 9 O'CLOCK 

this morning. Before Dr. Lutz left the wounded 
man’s side last night, he took down the following 
ante-mortem statement : 

““A party played cards in Reifer’s saloon. I was 
looking on. I was not playing. Dunker said to 
ime without any provocation on my part, “You — 
——, I called you to help finish this ganie.” [ 
had played afew games of solo with him about 
twenty-five minutes before this. I asked him 
whether he was jokingor not. ‘Yes’ he said, “I 
am in earnest, come out on the pavement.” I 
walked toward him on the pavement, intending 
to gohome. He said, “you —— —— —~—, I am 

oiling to shoot.’’ He then shot, standing about 
our or six feet from me, three times. The first ball 
struck mé in the stomach. I fell backward into 
the saloon. This was witnessed as was also the 
conversation by Adolph Kreider, Chas. Rhejn- 
hardt, Fink and another man whose name I do 
not recall. His nameis Spuhler. Dunkleand I 
have been warm friends since he came here about 
year ago. FRANK WAHL.

SENATOR MAXEY. 


A Talk with the Texas Senator on 
Politics and Other Matters. 


Party Prospects Fine—The Tariff Ques- 
tion—Exit Randall—No Chance for the 
Old Ticket. 


A tall, spare, rather gaunt looking gentleman 
pacing slowly back and forth and leaning now 
and thenon a heavy gold-headed cane was the 
most prominent person in the corridor of the 
Southern to-day. He bore himselfin a dignified 
and distingtiished manner, and wotlld be put 
down as a superior map. It was Senator Maxey 
of Texas. The Senator was dressed in a neat- 
fitting Broadcloth suit, Dis lone dark hair 


was brushed smoothly over his temples and his 
Leard tinged with gray is worn full, except on 
his apeet lip. which is clean shaven and is tlie dis- 
tinctive mark of bis face, being tinusually long, 
and giving to otherwise kindly features a deter- 
mined and severe expression. Taken all in all, 
the Senator isin personal appearance an excel- 
lent type of the Southern gentleman. When the 
reporter accosted the Senator, the latter led the 
way to the breezy front portico and, lighting a 
cigar, seated himself comfortably for a chat. 
“JUST FROM TEXAS, SENATOR?” 

“Yes, as straight as I could come, 
My wife and niece are with me, nefther of them 
in verv good health, and we are going to try the 
climate of Wisconsin. The weather has been com- 
paratively comfortabie, however, in Texas, with 
the exception of afew hot days. I have tried the 
North several summers and 1 find it about as 
pleasant at nome,” - 

Here the reporter remarked that Texas was a 
fine State anyhow, and it acted as it usually does 
on a Texan. 

“Ves, it is,” replied the Senator with emphasis. 
“Ithas a splendid prospect before it. In the 
decade from 1870 to 1880 our  »popu- 
lation inereased from 800,000 to 1,500,000, 
nearly double,and that decade included two years 
of quarantine against yellow fever and the big 
panic. In this decade I haven't the slightest doubt 
but.that it will donble again and probably mure, 
Texas has splendid advantages. I have computed 
that, with the same ratio of population as Massa- 
chusetts, we will have 50,030,000 people within our 
borders. Besides, we have better advantages for 
suppurting such a population than Massachusetts. 
In the preduction of food the two States cannot 
be compared, and we have better facilities for 
manufacturing, as our water-power is 
sunerior and is open winter and summer, 
and then, too, we have the wool, hides and other 
raw materiais without the cost of twansportation. 
Texas is a splendid State.” 

‘‘Don’t you think it too big for one State?” 

No, I do not. There was a time when this ques- 
tion was agitated and many influential men fa- 
vored a division, but with the building of rail- 
roads all over the State the reason of it has 
passed away.” 

The Senator then spoke of 

THE GROWTH OF ST. LOUIS, 

and its close railread connection with Texas, 
which should add greatly to its commercial 
prosperity, and he also chatted pleasantly about 
the great change which had . come over 
the South with the advent of transportation, from 
the old plan of running accounts with commis- 
sion merchants for the year’s crop to that of buy- 
ing on thirty and sixty days’ time, all of which 
had been advantageous to the Southern people.” 

‘Is there anything interesting in Texas politics 
at present?” 

“No, this is an off year with us, and everything 
is quiet. We senda solid delegation to Congress 
with the exception of one—Col. Tom Ochiltree.” 

“Wilt the Ohioelection efiect the next Presiden- 
tial campaign?” f 

“No, I don’t think it will, There are too many 
local issues in the campaign. Of course the 
moral effect will amount to soniething, and it 
would be of advantage to either party to have 
Ohio. I think the Democrats stand a good chance 
of success there,” 

“What is the prospect for Democratic success 
in 1884.”’ ; 

“Excellent if the party acts at all wisely, and I 
think it will. The tariffis the important issue. 
Both parties may bid it down, but it wiil not 
down until it is settled. The people 
have it in their heads now and 
it will stay there until the proper 
eonclusion is reached, and that conclusion in my 
opinion is when we have a tariff for revenne. That 
is in accordance with the principles of. our Gov- 
ernment and iu accordance with Democratic prin- 
ciples. If the Democratic party has no} this 
principle in it; there is no need for it to live. The 
issue isthe same as that stated by Clay ina his 
speech on the tariff compromise bill of 1333, when 
-he said the free traders are the advocates of 

A TARIFF FOR REVENUE ALONE, 

and tne protectionmists recognize more,that a tariff 
should be levied for the _ protection of 
home industries. With our present debt itis 
folly to talk of apsolute free trade, just as it is 
folly to talk of abolishing the internal revenue, 
ag the Virginia and Pennsylvania platforms fa- 
vor, The tax on tobacco and whisky is volun- 
tary; no man need buy them unless he wants to, 
and they inust bear the burden of the debt.” 

“Then you think the tariff-for-revenue-only 
plank will be in the next Democratic platform?” 

“JT can’t say that it will, but something like that 
will be there.” 

‘“‘Isn’t the party too much divided on this ques- 
tion?” 

“No; I don’t think itis. I think most Demo- 
crats are united on the principle.’’ 

“Do you think it will command strong support 
from the people?” 

“Yes; if the operatives and employes of the 
country will only comprehend that the profits 
from protection go into the pockets of the capital- 
ists and do not benefit the laborers, and they will 
come to that in time. Itis boundto come. Ail 
that is needed is 

FIRMNESS AND COURAGE 

on the part of the Democrats such as Morrison 
displayed when he went into a manufacturing dis- 
trict and not only overcamé a Majority of 1.500 
but gained a majority of 2,000 or so. He acted just 
right. He went among the employes and told 
them just what he thought and convinced them 
that he was right. The trouble is, many of our 
leaders are weak-kneed and haven’t the courage of 
Bill Morrison.” 

“Don’t you think the unsettling of business by 
threatening tire tariff will have a bad effect?” 

“That is the Republican objection. I ama 
Democrat, and I don’t think so. The action of 
the Democrats in baa nearly solidly against 
the present abominable law passed at the last 
session was a notice that the party would revise 
the tariff.” 

‘‘How about civil service reform as an issue?” 

“It is a humbug. The Republicans have no 
idea of carrying out their own law, but 
if. the Democrats should come into power they 
would hold it up to them as something that must 
be sacredly observed... For my part I don’t believe 
in turning out a good officer on account of his 
politics. but 1 believe there are plenty of Demo- 
crats better fitted to fill some offices now filled by 
Republicans.” 

‘‘Now, the nominee, Senator?” 

“Can’t say. much apout that. As for myself and 
the rest of the Texas Democrats, we know tliat 
the man mnst be selécted froin the North, and we 
are Willing to accept any iest, capable man 
that the Northern Democrats think will com- 
mand the most support fn the North. I think the 
candidate will be a Western man. I know ot no 
one in New York likely to be chosen. Probably 
Indiana or Obio may get the nontination.” 

“THURMAN AND MCDONALD?”

“Altogether, thea, you consider the party in a 
fair way to win?” 

“Undoubtedly, if no great blunders are made, 
and I don’t think there will be. The Republicans 
talk about Democratic blunders, but I know of no 
party that has blundéred tike the Republican 
party. Its Mahone movement, the exposures of 
corruption, the splits in New York, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, and other States, Blunders, indeed!

U. S SENATOR ALLISON'S WIFE. 


She Drowns Herself in Only Two and a 
Half Feet of Water.

She had cut up her 
gossamer, placed some stones in it, and tied. them 
securely about her neck, and then walked deliber- 
ately into the river anout 35 feet from the bank, laid 
down and was drowned where the water was only 
two and a half feet deep. Mrs. Allison was of a 
high nervous temperament, and during 
the past two or three’ years has 
suffered from aud been treated for 
mental diseases. While at the water cure estab- 
lishment in Western New York in 1881, under 
medical treatment, she attempted to suicide in 
much the same manner, bat she was 
rescued, She was the niece and adopted 
daughter of the late Senator Grimes of 
Lowa, and has been married for ten years. She 
has no children. Senator Allison had opened 
the campaign at Clarinda, Saturday, and yes- 
terday was in Council Bluffs.

GROSS’ APPOINTMENT. 


Sexton’s Friends Still at Sea—Will Gross be 
Confirmed? 


The appoiniinent by Mayor Ewing of Assistant 
Eugene Gross to be Chiet of the Fire Department 
continues to be as great a mystery as ever. The 
Mayor, as he has done on several other occasions 
after making an important move, bolted off for 
Vincennes last Saturday morning. President 
Parker of the City Council was Acting Mayor to- 


day. He understwod that the Mayor 
be absent for several days. Lyndon Smith, 
the Mayor’s private secretary, Was as 
uncomimunicative as usual upon such subjects, 
but is very much exercised over an alleged inter- 
view in a morning paper of Saturday, putting into 
his mouth words that he never uttered, nor even 
conceived. His personal friendship for the ola 
Chief is well Known, and of it he is very proud; 
and he remarked that his friendship for Sexton 
was not any less than that of the Mayor himself, 
which has been shown by him almost daily during 
the past two years. 

Chief -Sexton, when seen this morning, could 
only reiterate what he had to say on Saturday: 
that he was never so surprised in all his life as he 
was when he received the news last Friday night. 
It is a singular fact that every person talked to on 
the subject, who Knows Gross, speaks of him in 
the highest terms, and urge his fitness. All oth- 
ers. simply say that they do not know 
the man. Members of the _ Fire Depart- 
ment are amovg his warmest admniirers. 
Gross has always been a friend and protege of 
Sexton’s and keenly feels the delicacy of his po- 
sition, This is perhaps the foundation for the ru- 
mor in circulation this morning that Gross would 
send a letter to the Mayor asking 
that his name be withdrawn. One of the first the- 
ories advanced was that the Mayor disapproved 
of Sexton’s aciion in the Carondelet insubordina- 
tion case. This theory meets with no favor, how- 
ever. Politicians recall the fact that Ed 
Devov and W. H. Stone, of the late Solid Seven, 
were very kindly disposed toward Sexton, and 
his nomination would have been confirmed if it 
were not withdrawn. There seemed to be an 
understanding that the Seven were Solid for Sex- 
ton. It is announced, therefore, that tne Mayor, 
to satisfy himself that the Seven had real'y suc- 
cumbed, sends in the pameée of Gross as a feeler. 
If Gross is not confirmed the Mayor will conclude 
that an effort is being made to force Sexton upon 
iim, and he will refuse to send in any more 
names this session. Gross has always been 
counted as a Republican, though at nv time has 
he been actively eugaged in politics. He was 
born in the Fourth Ward and learned his trade in 
Allen’s foundry, and then went to work atthe 
Mound City Engine House. This does not speak 
well for his Republicanism.

THE LABOR COMMI1ITEE, 


The Low Compensation of the Strikers—A 
Graduai Catting of Salaries. 


NEW YORK, August 13.—The sub-committee of 
the United States Senate Committee on Labor and 
Education began its sessions to-day, in the Post 
Office building. The members present were Sen- 
ators Blair of-New Hampshire, chairman; George 
of Mississippi, Pugh of Alabama, Call of Florida, 
and Aldrich of Rhode Island. The special sub- 
ject of the investigation in the strikes and labor 
movements is the general object of being to ob- 
tain information which may be used in securing 
future legislation to prevent them. The first wit- 
ness to-day was Master Workman John Campbell, 
of Pittsburg. He testified that he had been a tele- 
graph operator over twenty years, and 


had been connected with the Knights 
of Labor and the Brotherhood of Tele- 
graphers two years. There were between 
18,000 and 19,000 telegrapbers in the United States 
and Canada members of the Brotgaerhood, and 
the whole membership was about 22,000. The 
cause of the strike wag arefusal tuo grant the de- 
mand on the part of the operators for increased 
compensation, decrease in hours and extra com- 
pensation for Sunday. Since 1870 the salaries 
of telegraph operators have been systematically 
cut down, anda the object of thé strike was to 
bring the rate of compensation back to the former 
staudard. The operators 
WERE NOW PAID AS FIXED 
salary per month, the averag? rate throughout the 
country being about $54 for commercial operat- 
ors and $39 per month ior railroad operators. The 
average rate for railroad operators in Pennsyl- 
vania by actual census was $38 8&5 per month. 
The rate of wages for first-class commercial oper- 
ators noW range from $80 to $85 per month. The 
salaries iu New York City were higher than those 
in the smaller cities with the exceptiun ef New 
Urieaus, Mempbis and Nashville, where the scale 
of wages was about equal to that in this city. 
THE LOWEST KATES 
for commercial operators were frum $35 to per 
manth for Operators at sniull way stations. Before 
thé reduction in wages the rates were from 36 to 
40 per cent. higher than at preseut, In 1870 a first- 
class operator could’ make from $v0 to $120 a 
month. These rates extended back to the time of 
the ne of the war, when the scale was 
about the same as at present for railroad oper- 
ators, and that for commercial men a little higher. 
FURTHER DETAILS. 

Campbell recited the history of the strike since 
it begun. There was a convention of the Brotber- 
hood, he said, held m Chicago last March, at 
Which a bill of Gevances wasdrawn up. This was 
presented the to different local assemblies of the 
Brotherhood eee the United States and 
Canada, who unanimously ratified the action of 
the convention. Returns tothe executive board 
were made about two months avo, and a commit- 
tee Was instructed to present the demands of the 
operators to the differeut companies; and they 
were also empowered to arbitrate upen all propo- 
sitions that juight be wade by the companies,

SUNDAY STREET CARS. 


The Court Decides in Their Favor—The 
Cases Against Them Will be Dismissed. 


This afternoon Judge Noonan gave a decision 
in the street car cases. The case under advise- 
ment was that of P. Chouteau Maffiit. president 
of the Missour!l Street Car Company, which ran 


its cars regularly on the 29th ult. and 5th and fth 
insts. The case was tried last Wednesday, 
when Turner & Morris and N. C. Cla 
bore submitted a brief, whe - that the 
street cars were chartered, and under the provi- 
sions ot that charter were obliged to run every 
day, within certain hours, and furthermore that 
the old statute of 1814 exempted ferrymen, who 
were the only — carriers. This has not been 
amended in this regard, so that the law shouia 
still be interpreted as exempting all pub- 
lic carriers. The defense maintained 
that street cars were a “necessity, and 
were not to be considered as violations of the 
Sunday law. On these reasons a motion to sus- 
tain was based. The decision was as follows; 
‘Under section 1578 it devoives upoh the State to 
go one step further than promising simply the run- 
ning of a’street rallroad for business purposes 
on the first day of the week Known as Sunday. 
The State must show that the carryiug on of this 
business is 2 work other than that of necessity. 
This necessarily calis for proof of a negative. In 
misdemeanors it will often be found that this 
character of proof becomes necessary, as for 
instance, the selling of goods and merchandise. 
not the product and manufacture of this State 
by a pediler without license. (2 Wacuner, 979, 
Sec. 1.) Also now amended, see page 
1,271, chapter 137, section 6.471, Revised Statutes, 
Ret. 45 Mo., pages 429 and 430, State vs. Hirse). 

The Siate has not intaoduced any withesses to 
show that the work of running a street railway 
isnot a necessity. Thta is necessary. The in- 
struction asked for will be given.” 

Accordingly Jadge Noonan instructed the jury 
to return a Verdict of not guilty. 

Prosecuting Attorney Claiborne was asked 
what effect this decision would have on the re- 
maini street car cases and said, “As lI can't 
prove are not a necessity I will have to dis- 
miss all the cases.”

APPLIED SCIENCE. 
A few Paganistic people have been dis- 
posed to sneer at the idea that the SHERI- 
DAN-AkTHUR Exploring Expedition and 
Presidential Picnic in the Yellowstone Park 
could contribute anything to the world’s 
fund of scientific knowledge. Even Gen. 
Su ERMAN turned up his nose at the perform- 
ance the other day and. remarked that the 
Yellowstone region was no longer attractive 
to the student and lover of nature since it 
had been cut up with common wagon roads. 
But that Science is to be largely the gainer 
by these bold and skillfully organized expe- 
ditions into the bowels of a comparatively 
unkuow country, the following press dis- 
patch, written at Camp Vest, on Spring 
Creek Wyoming Territory, by Mixer SHERt- 
DAN, only authorized brother of the General ' 
and Historian with the Expedition, will 
attest: 
The country traveled over to-day has been most- 
ly sage brush, varied by alternate ascending and 
descending stéep hills, covered with loose stones, 
which made footing for animals very bad. One 
cannot help wondering Why 80 much material 
was wasted in making so many apparently useless 
ridges, when there are plehty of gulches which 
could so well be filled. 
The discovery of sage brush in the region 
indicated, together with steep hills which 
alternately ‘‘ascend and descend,” and which 
are more or less covered with loose stones, 
will astonish most people—seeing that the 
popular Impression is that Upper Wyoming 
is one vast field of blue grass interspersed 
with persimmon groves and banana patches. 
The fact that the hills out there alternately 
ascend. :and descend wil upset some of the 
preconceived notions of the Army Topo- 
graphical Department. it has been held for 
years im the best-informed circles that the 
hills of Wyoming invariably went up and 
never came down, so to speak. 
But it is when he glances off, as it were, 
from sterile, stubborn facts and permits his 
imagination torange -around loose that M. 
SHERIDAN, the Historian of the Expedition, 
provides the most food for the scientists to 
chew on. His interesting réfiection relative 
to the useless ridges which prevail in that 
region, while so many guiches exist which 
are absolutely yawning to be filled, is a neat 
and timely thrust at Nature which will be 
appreciated by all persons who have bumped 
over these peculiar geological formations on 
a short-coupled mule. M. SHERIDAN has 
done for physical science by this neatly im- 
plied conundrum what GERALD MAssy’s 
unknown child did for theology when it in- 
nocently inquired why God didn’t destroy 
the devil. Ithas been generally supposed 
that even Omnipotence could not place two 
hills in propinquity without an intervening 
hollow, and itis possible that no series of 
ridges can be -constructed without the ac- 
companying guiches. Just why the Creator 
placed the ridges in the region traversed by 
the President and his able explorers may 
not appear: to the opaque and somewhat 
juvenile mind of M. SHERIDAN, butin due 
time, no doubt,the reason will be vouchsafed 
the world. Another and more scientific ex- 
pedition may be sent out next summer to in- 
vestigate this matter. 
It is to be hoped that President ARTHUR 
will havea cross section of one of these 
ridges and the adjacent gulch cut out and 
sent to the Smithsonian Institute, together 
with some of the casual stones which 
abound there and which make mule naviga- 
tion.precarious. The Government may con- 
clude to send the army out there eventually 
to level up the country.

BUNDAY IN ST. LOUIS. 

Some of our Missouri exchanges seem to 
stand in need of the sootMing assurance that 
there really is not at the present time in St. 
Louis anything in the nature of a volcanic 
rebellion against the Downing Law. The 
courts are open. All the machinery of pub- 
lie justice is in full and unobstructed opera- 
tion. Nowhere else in the State are the of- 
ficers more busily engaged in enforcing that 
law, and not one of them has been bulldozed, 
menaced or résisted in the discharge of that 
duty. There is positively not the slightest 
occasion for putting St. Louis under martial 
law, nor even for vaunting the ability of two 
millions of people outside the city to sup- 
press an alleged insurrection of a quarter 
million of city peopie led by brewers and 
saloon-keepers and encouraged by the city 
newspapers. 

As for the brethern who have suddenly 
discovered that it is the mission of the 
Democratic party to force everybody to “‘re- 
inember the Sabbath day and keép it holy,” 
we'assture them that the old Sunday law of 
1814 is how more vigorously ehforced and 
more generally respected here than it ever 
was‘before, pr than it ever has been in any 
other part of the State. It is violated here, 
just as itis everywhere else, by individuals 
who assume to decide for themselves what 
isa work of necessity or charity and what 
is the proper way of enjoying aday of rest, 
holding themsélves amenable to the de- 
cisions of the courts if prosecuted for what 
they do. The cessation of all business on 
Sunday which is not continued for the eom- 
fort and Convenience Of great masses of 
people, is as complete in the, city as in the 
couutry. 

There is one great difference, however, be- 
tween city and country on the Sunday ques- 
tion, We must confess that great multitudes 
of as woithy and innocent people as we 
have, men, women and children, many of 
them good Christians, too, porsist in going 
to beer-gardens on Sunday, there to engage 
in the soul-destroying dissipation of listen- 
ing to delightful music, chatting with family 
parties. and occasionally refreshing them- 
selves with a ten-cent sandwich and a five- 
cent glass of beer. But they ana their 
fathers before them ‘have done that under 


game of auction pitch on Sunday, 


can governinent ever since St. Louis was big 
enough tosupport a garden and an orchestra. 
Soberer or more givil and orderly crowds do 
not attend any church gathering in the State, 
and we cannot seé any good reason for im- 
posing on the Democratic party the ungra- 
cious task of closing sack places. Itis no 
more a Violation of law for well-regulated 
beer-gardens fo run on Sunday now than it 
was Jast year or any year since 1814. 

If our local police power had been con- 
trolled more by St. Louis sentiment and less 
by politicians at Jefferson City, a great many 
disreputable saloons and places of résort 
woulg have been closed Jong ago, not only on 
Sundays but forever. According to Demo- 
cratic fideas of iocal self-g@vernment the 
regulation of such places should be left to 
the people among whom they exist, and who 
know just.what they are and how to deal 
with them. The rallying of the country 
Democrats to this novel crusade against all 
St. Louis will neither strengthen the party 
nor promote the cause of morality and 
temperance.

I am glad to see that money-loaners and extor- 
tionists gezerally are having an exposition in the 
columns of your popular paper. 1 sincerely hope 
that the agitation of this subject will lead to legis- 
lative enactment which will give us a law to pun- 
ish these wholesale rdbbers and to protect their 
victims. . 

The bandit who robs an express company OT a 
bank isa felon and deserves punishment, but not 
to any greater extent than those who take advant- 
age of the necessities of the poor and rob them of 


their scanty earnings. 

This robbery is not confined to those who loan 
on chattel mortgages or to pawn-brokers, but to 
those who loan on real estate as well. A poor 
laboring man, a clerk, a washwoman who, by hard 
work and strict economy. has earned enough to 
purchase a lot and, say, half enough to buiida 
house, borrows a few hundred dpliars to aid in the 
improvement of tle property. The mioney Is 
secured bya “cut-throat” mortgage. An interest 
note or part of the principal falls due and, owing 
to sickness or some other unforseen misferiime, 
the obligation cannot be met. The property, al- 
though worth three or four times the amount beld 
against it, is sold, notto some outside party, but 
usually ina clandestine way to the holder of the 
deed oftrust, seareely ever for more and fre- 
quently for a less amount than the Claim against 
There are wealthy mén who live as rétired mer- 

chants having surplus funds which they desire to 
loan on good security in a remunerative way. 

This money they put into the hands of brokers, 

Who loan as trustees, because the owners of the 
funds do not want the public to Know they area 
party in such business. Asa rule these agents 

are void of pent principle that belongs toa 
gentleinan and philanthropist, and are ever ready 

to foreclose a mortgae; and while the person to 
whom the loaned funds belongs is at church or in 

the family circle praying that “God may have 

mercy and helpthe povr and indigent,” these 

sharks of human kind—SbylecKks—are executing 

their ungodly claims to add to his ahd theif gains, 

This illegitimate business is more prevalent in 

large cities, where such robberies are not likely 

to be found out. These agents advertise that they 

do business “strictly confidential.”” And why so? 

Not so much because they know the poor are 

ashamed of their poverty, but because they do not 

want the public to know when a robbery has been 

consummated. These sharks know that when 

any one ts duped by them thatthe pride of their 

%r and unfortunate vicium will compel 
tim to remain silent. $$When a mechanic 
has put his labor and material On property 
his claim should be satisfied in preference 
to all other liens, whether prior or not, and when 
a poor man has improved property which falls in- 
to the hands of any one who has claims against it, 
he should Nave pay for his itmprovenents, he 
shoula have protection against Whatever leads to 
a Sacrifice of his hard-earned investment. In oth- 
er Words the money loaner should have his own 
With legal interest and no more, and the man who 
has purchased property, partially paid for and 
improved it, should have redress ifforder to se- 
cure compensation and not be cumpelled to sacri- 
ffce his all tor the benetit of some party having a 
claim against it. 

Frequeutly when those ppente sell property or 
make loans on it they well kuow that the purchas- 
er or borrower cannot comply with the require- 
ments of their terms. He is anxious to geta 
liome, is inexperienced in such matters and is 
buud to the fact that 4 trap is — set for bim by 
these wily robbers and dves not fully realize his 
misfortune until his all is taken from him.

Restrict Monopoly.

We are opposed alike to making the telegraph 
business an Administration monopoly and to 
leaving it in the possession of a chartered monop- 
Oly. Competing lines of telegraph are the true 
remedy against monopoly and the real protection 
of those who work at the business. In order to 
encoufage competition we need laws prohibiting 
the consolidation of parallel lines of telegraph or 
the increase of ¢apital stock except under string- 
ent restrictions. In Missouri a provision in the State 
constitution distinctly prohibits not only the con- 
solidation but even ihe pooling of parallel railroads, 
and does not allow paraliel lines to be managed by 
the same directors. Other States by law prohibit 
the consolidation of paralle] railroads or tele 

graph lines. Why? Because the people demana 
competition for their own protection. Let Congress 
make such eonsolidations illegal and throw up 
barriers against the increase of capital. 

With such safeguards against being sold out or 
swallowed up the boards of exchange and -capital- 
ists throughout the ¢ountry would speedily raise 
$20,090,000, or $50,000,000, if necessary, to built 
telegraph Jines all over the United States. It 
would be one of the most promising investments 


that could be made. ;

The Quarrymen’s Wages—Magnificent Bowl- 
ders—The Wonders of Red Quarry Land. 


In a wildly picturésane section of Iron County, 
Missouri, 85 miles from St. Louis, the mammoth 
quarries of the Syeinte Granite Company, from 
whence the matefrfal with which the streets of St. 
Louis are being reconstructed. are located. This 
granite section is somewhat famors. as having 
oncé been under the superintendence of President 
Grant’s brother, Orville, when the Governinent 
contractor, Snyder, was developing the deposit in 
fulfilling contracts for the St, Louis and Cincin- 
nati contracts. Mr. Snyder will also be remem- 
bered as the first contractor for paving 8t. 
Louis streets with granite, Me found is much 
more convenient and less expensive to cut up 
surface boulders into paving blocks than to 
quarry for the mineral. These blocks were a 


failure, crumbling readily under wagon wheeis. 
Their use on the street almost danmed the entire 
idea of granite reconstruction. On invitation of 
Mr. W. R. Allen, President of the Svenite Com- 
pany, a@ Post-DISPATCH reporter joined a select 
party On Saturday evening, and visitea the quar- 
ries, remaining over Sunday. The party was in 
charge of F. W. Mott, secretary of the company. 
Chauncey I. Filley and Ira CC. Terry 
were, of the guests. A _ delightful ride 
down the Iron Mountain Road brougtit

The St. Louis Gaslight Company Inaugu- 
rates the War—An Injunction Prayed 
for—The Allegations in the Petition— 
What the Officers of the Two Compa- 
nies Say— Mr. Lackland’s Significant 
Remark.

Late Saturday afternoon the St. Louis Gaslight 
Company filed in the Circuit Clerk’s office a peti- 
tion against the St. Louls Gas, Fuel and Power 
Company to resirain the latter corporation from 
manufacturing and vending gas for illuminating 
purposes in the distriet south of the south line of 
Washington avenue. The petition recites that 
the plaintiff is a corporation “oniy created, or- 
ganized and existing by authority of and-in con- 


formity with a special charter granted it by the 
State of Missouri” on February 4, 1837; tnat, by 
the provisions of its charter the plaintiff and all 
the rights, powers, privileges and trauchises 
granted to and conferred upou it 
were to continue for the period of 
fifty years from the first aay of 
January,1940, unless plaintiff (as it was empowered 
by its charter to do) should within the first twenty- 
five years of said term of fifty years sell and Ccon- 
vey into the city of St. Louis its gas works, land- 
rights and priveleges; that such sale or convey- 
alice Was lever made, and the corporate life of the 
—s ahd the rights, powérs, privileges and 
ranchises granted by its charter have always 
been, and stiil are in full force, operation and 
effect, and will be uutil 1890. After reciting the 
terms of its charter and the history of its early 
Operations and the transfer of the territory north 
of Washingtou avenue, the petition states tbat 
“the piaintiff has expended large sums of money,

that the defendant corporation, well knowing the 
rights of the plaintiff as conferred by its charter, 
bas invaded and usurped the territory south ol 
the south line of Washington avenue,and declares 
to the public, and particularly w the customers of 
the plaintiif, that itintends to proceed to lay a 
Pipe in Fifth, Sixth and Fourteenth sireets from 
Washington avenue south to Market street, and 
in Market street aud Clark avenue from Right- 
een street east to Fourth street. and to connect 
said pipes in all these streets with its works at 
the corner of Eighteenth street and Clark avenne, 
and to prosecuie the business of making, selling 
and distributing gas to light all bulldings located 
i the streeis mentioned whose occupants it can 
induce to purchase gas from it. *‘Ana the plaintiff 
further avers that the said several acts and 
practices of aefendant,and the threatened con- 
tinuance thereof, are not only a direct

For the reasons siated in 
the petition the plaintifg—’ asks that the 
defendant be enjoined until after the 
ist day of January, 1890, from vending 
gas for illumiuating purposes in the 
territory south of Washington avenue.

MK. HENRY M. POST, 
one of the directors of the company, was seen. 

“What will you do about this new suit?” the re- 
porter asked Mr. Post. 

‘We have not been served with the 
go that [cannot tell. We shali defen 
however,’ said Mr. Post. 

“Do you feel alarmed about the prospect?” 

“Not at all,” said Mr. Post. 

“Is this proceeding the same as that instituted 
by Mr. MacDonald recently?” 

“No, sir; in the case prsoespes Dy Mr. Mac- 
Donald the State is the plaintiff and attacks our 
right to manufacture gas.In the case instituted on 
Saturday the right today pipe and to sell gus for 
tlluminating purposes is attacked.”’ 

‘Do you claim wo have the right to sell gas for 
iliuminating purposes?” 

“No, sir; we only claim the right to sell gas for 
heat, fuel and power purposes.” 

“But if your patrons clioose to affix gas fixtures 
to your pipes aud to use your gas for lighting?” 

“That is their affair,” said Mr. Post. 

From one of the customers of the 
Water Gas Company the reporter obtained a copy 
of the agreeinent which every customer of the 
company enters into with the company. The fol- 
lowing is a cupy OL the agreement. and it will be 
observed that tue company is careful to limit its 
coutract to the supply of gas for heat, fuei and 
power purposes only, and to exclude all mention

Mrs. McElroy of Northampton County, Pa., died 
in Philadelphia in 1876, when she had arrived at 
the age of 118 years. Her father lived to be 107. 
She was married in 1790 to a revolutionary soldier, 
by whom she had seven children, four or whom 
are still living, two being twins. She was strong 
and active up to the time of her death, and those 
who knew her say she would have been east! 
mistaken for a woman of not more than 70. 
Twenty-one years before her death she received 
what is termed second sight, aud could 
see as clearly and distinctly as in her 
young days. She aidall her housework, waited 
pon her youngest daughter, aged 51, who was 
blind, ana attended a little shop which they kept 
in Lhe front room. 

Henry Jenkins weathered the storms of the sea 
oft life for 169 long vears. At the age of 160 he 
made a journey to London to see King Charles II. 
The Kimg introduced him to the Queen who took, 
much interest in bin putting numerous questions, 
among which was this: “Well, my good man, may 
I ask what you have done during the long perioa 
of life grauted to you, more tuan any other maa of 
fewer years?” Patriarchal Jenkins looked the 
Queen in the face and naively replied: ‘‘ludeed, 
Madam, I know of nothing greater than becoming 
a father when I was 100 years old.” He told the 
King that temperance and sobriety of liv- 
ing had been the means, Dy the  biessine 
of God, of lengthening his days beyond the usual 
time.

Perhaps not more than on@ in a hun- 
dred cases ot biting does the disease ensue. 

“For many years the practice of physi- 
cians in treating the bite of a mad dog has 
been to cauterize the wound &as soon as poss- 
ible. If this overation were performed ecariy 
enough, it was believed that no serious re- 
sults would ensue. Youatt, the great writer 
on the dog, was convinced of the efficacy of 
this treatment. He allowed himseljt repeat- 
edly to be bitten by mad dogs, and couter- 
ized the wounds successfully. But that the 
remedy is not infallible is certain. Youatt 
perimitted himself tu be bitten once too oft- 
en, and, in spite of his caustic, he soon ais- 
covered that he wasin the incipient stages 
of hydrophobia. Despairing of veing able

of the Perdrach Indians. Waterton, writing 
in 1811, gave an account of a kind of woora- 
ra which he found among the natives of 
Demerara for curing snake bites. He said it 
was made of many curious ingredients, in- 
cluding the woorali vine, two kinds of bulb- 
ous piants, the names of which he did not 
know, two species of ants, the strongest In- 
dian pepper and powdered fangs of the La- 
burian snake. ‘Lhe mixture was boiled and 
then placed in smali earthern pots to cool. 
He suggested that if this was efficacious to 
cure the bite of a snake it might be of use in 
the treatment of liydrophobia. Neverthe- 
less, ib was never used for that purpose, al- 
though occasionaily referred toin scientific 
works. 

‘Recently Dr. Offenberg, in Germany, 
treated successfully a hydrophobia patient 
with a species of woorara, obtained from In- 
dians in Brazil.

; Planting Trees in Mexico.

The Mexican Government has concluded a 
contract with Mr. Oscar A. Droege to plant 
2,000,000 of trees in the valley of Mexico 
within four years, commencing March 15, 
1884. Half a million trees a year are to be 
planted in such places as the Government 
shall decide. The contractor pledges him- 
self to establish a number of nurseries and to 
haye in them each year at least 80,000 ash, 
35,000 willows, 120,000 poplars, 60,000 eucalyp- 
tus trees, 60,000 troenos-japones, 60,000 mount- 
ain jcypress cedars, 60,000 acacias, and 120,- 
000 of miscellaneous varieties. The trees 
must be in plantations of from 50,C00 to 100,-

LIFE AT NEWPORT. 


Disgraceful Orgies at the Ultra Fash- 
ionable Summer Resort. 
From the Providence Evening Journal. 

The governors of the Casino, the stock- 
holders and the officiais were ail disgraced 
on Monday evening in consequence of the 
rowdyism that was semnpant in the private 
dining rooms of that delightful institution. 
Neither the governors, the stockholders nor 
the officials brought disgrace upon them- 
selves. They had no partin the affair, ex- 
cept that the rowdyism was exhibited on 
their premises. That there may be no mis- 
take as to who were the participants in this 
affair, itis eminently proper to sav that the 
rowdies were not yacht-owners nor yachts- 
men. The story was circulated in the town 
that a number of the yachting men were cel- 
ebrating the resuit of the race in a drunken 
row at the Casino, Such was not the case. 
The yachtsmen had no part in the affair. 
‘The participants were, in the main, cottag- 
ers and avenue gentlemen, some of them old 
enough to be grandfathers. About 9:30 
o'clock the most unearthly noises were 
heard issuing from the private dining-room 
of the Casino, and standing onthe other 
side of the road were at least a hundred re- 
spectable citizens, many of whom were cry- 
ing. shame. . 

he drunken shouts were not all that 
offended the passers-by, for soine of the swell! 
rowdies actually had the brutal impudence 
to take articles from the tables and throw 
them into the crowd of indignant citizens, 
who could not understand why the law 
which is applied with full force to the poor 
could not applied with equal severity 
upon the rowdies who are spending the 
money which might be applied to some sensi- 
ble pleasures. But for the good sense of the 
citizens there would have been bad work, 
for one or twe are said te have expressed a 
desire to “‘go for” the gentlemen, bit this 
was instantiy cried down. What the gover- 
nors of the Casino will think when the 
matter is laid before them can readily be 
imagined. ‘There is not a man on the board 
who Is not a gentleman in every way, having 
a bona fide positionin society, and many of 
them are of national reputation. ‘They will 
think, of course, as they did when rowdyism 
was rampant in the bachelor apartments. 
‘They soon put a stop to that by shutting up 
the apartments, or rather by converting 
them into club-rooins, and they will doubt- 
less put a stop to stag dinners in the private 
dining rooms. One would have thought that 
bediam had been let louse, and it should be 
stated that sume of the most active in the 
disturbance cannot possibly shelter their 
conduct behind the thin and unmanly ex- 
cuse that they were intoxicated. The dis- 
turbance was the talk of the avenue and in 
the Casino on Monduy evening, and it was 
the talk of the street on Tuesday morning. 
Men were in tne crowd who had left their 
wives in the Casino theater,. where the 
dancing was going on, and who ought to 
have been doubly ashamed of themselves. 
There were about twenty gentlemen in even- 
ing dress participating in the row. The 
mystery is, why the police did not order the 
noise soopes. The officials of the Casino 
were absolutely powerless. There can | 
no question that the governors will prevent 
a recurrence of such disgraceful couduct.
